Davey Strijbos (Suz) rounded out the 
top five. 


Spaniard Jordi Tarres (G-G) came out 
on top of the World Trials round in 
Nepomuk, Czechoslovakia, on June 4-5. 
Finn Tommi Ahvala (Fan) placed sec- 
ond overall, besting Italian Donato 
Miglio (G-G) and Spaniards Diego 
Bosis (Bet) and Joan Pons (G-G). 


Spaniard Luis D'Antin (Hon) won the 
Jarama, Spain, round of the Open Duca- 
dos Road Race Series on June 5. D'Antin 
beat Miguel Castilla (Yam) and Juan 
Borja (Hon). Team Marlboro Rainey's 
Jimmy Filice (Yam) pulled out of the 
race after only four laps with a seized 
engine. Filice wasn't the only hard-luck 
rider on the Kenny Roberts/Wayne 
Rainey Marlboro-backed teams as both 
Jose Barresi and Manuel Gibernau also 
suffered engine seizures early in the 
race. The 125cc portion of the event was 
won by Jorge Martinez (Yam) over 
Emilio Alzamora (Hon) and Antonio 
Sanchez (Apr). Americans Kurtis 
Roberts (Yam) and Tommy Hayden 
(Yam) failed to complete the race, with 
Roberts crashing on the opening lap 
while Hayden only put one lap in the 
books. 


Paul Krause and Ted Hunnicutt (Kaw) 
combined efforts to win the SCORE 
Baja 500 in B.C. Mexico, on June 3-4. 
The Krause/Hunnicutt duo completed 
the 465.30-mile race in nine hours, 17 
minutes and 16 seconds, averaging 
50.098 mph.

Now if only they'd 
append the rule so the 20 pounds added 
to the Ducati had to be in the form of 
bar-end weights - say a regulation bowl- 
ing ball on each side - then we'd have 
some racing. 

I'll bet the AMA would find this 
increases their Neilsen ratings even 
more than running races in converted 
parking garages and abandoned mine- 
shafts; perhaps even more than oiling 
down the track and parking a pace car 
on the trajectory line outside the turn. 

But seriously, try to imagine how fast 
those superbike rules would have 
changed if it had been Harley-Davidson 
who was campaigning an underdog 
four-cylinder, and it was the Japanese 
who were invincible on their Twins.

SAN JOSE, CA, JUNE 4 

lot was riding on the penulti- 

mate round of the series in 

California's Silicon Valley, 
and before the night was over, a lot is 
exactly what the boisterous, 27,256- 
strong crowd got. Jeremy McGrath need- 
ed just four points (or a 17th-place fin- 
ish) to guarantee his second-straight 
Camel Supercross crown, while Damon 
Huffman required only 10 points (11th 
place) to secure the 125cc Western 
Regional Supercross title. That the two 
would clinch their respective champi- 





onships was all but guaranteed, so it was 
no surprise when they did just that. 
When the lights were turned out, many 
people had reason to be proud - but for 
most of those same people, the joy 
would be bittersweet. 

McGrath did indeed clinch his title - 
but finished a disappointing third in the 
main event. He now knows he'll be the 
proud recipient of a $75,000 check from 
the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company 
(along with healthy bonuses from 
Honda and other sponsors) - but has lost 
all hope (at least for this year) of match-

ing his own record of 10 Coors Light 
Challenge wins in a single season. The 
Honda/1-800-COLLECT rider showed 
his dominance by easily setting the 
fastest time in his heat race - but, for the 
third-straight round, failed to win the 
main event. (This is the longest winless 
streak of McGrath's 250cc supercross 
career.) 

Mike LaRocco rode to his third super- 
cross victory of the season - but like the 
other two wins, this one was tainted 
when McGrath crashed out of con- 
tention. Kawasaki rejoiced in winning 
the team's sixth 250cc race (Supercross 
and National MX) in a row - but saw the 
prestigious stadium title slip from their 
grasp once again. 

In the 125cc class, Huffman rode bril- 
liantly and clinched the innaugural 
championship of his career - but, like 
McGrath, the Team Suzuki rider saw his 
chances for the win ruined by a clash 
with another rider. Team SplitFire/Hot 
Wheels/Kawasaki reveled in the joy of 
Pedro Gonzalez’ first-career supercross 
win - but despaired as they saw the 
number-one plate they’ve held for three 
years taken by another team. 

Even though most of the bright spots 
were somewhat tarnished, it was a great 
evening of supercross - high in tension, 
excitement and drama. 














250cc 


Team Noleen/Sizzler/Yamaha's 
Larry Ward won his first heat race of the 
season after holding off a charge by 
holeshotter Jeff Matiasevich. Kawasaki's 
two Mikes - Kiedrowski and LaRocco - 
finished third and fourth, respectively, 
while the rest of the group moved on to 
the semi. The second heat was dominat- 
ed by Honda/1-800-COLLECT riders, 
with McGrath easily winning over Doug 
Henry and Jeff Stanton. Team Yamaha's 
Mike Craig finished fourth. 

"San Jose is one of my favorite places 
in the United States, and I came here to 
do some business," said Ward. 

“I want to win the race," said 
McGrath. “I don't come out here to fin- 
ish 17th, and I never have." 

After stalling in the whoops and fail- 
ing to advance from his heat, Northern 
California native Steve Lamson rode to a 
win in the first semi, receiving a stand- 
ing ovation from the crowd as he 
crossed the finish line. The Honda/1- 
800-COLLECT rider was followed by the 
Noleen/Sizzler/Yamaha duo of Larry 
Brooks and Kyle Lewis, Team Suzuki's 
Brian Swink and Pro Circuit-sponsored 
privateer Jimmy Gaddis. 

“I heard everybody out there cheer- 
ing for me, and it pumped me up," Lam- 
son said. 

Team Yamaha's Jeff Emig won semi 
two despite the best efforts of Team 
Suzuki's Ezra Lusk. Lusk's teammate 
Jimmy Button, FMF-sponsored privateer 
Shaun Kalos and Honda of Troy's Todd 
DeHoop filled out the top five. 

“I didn't really feel like riding,” said 
Emig. “I’ve got to get a little enthusiasm 
out there. The crowd is extremely loud. 
This is one of the smaller places we race 
in, but it's one of the loudest." 

Suzuki support rider Denny Stephen- 
son led factory Suzuki rider Phil 
Lawrence across the line in the Last 
Chance Qualifier. 

Apparently à little more enthusiastic, 
Emig gave Yamaha yet another holeshot 
in the 20-lap main event, leading Ward 
and McGrath out of turn one and over 
the first set of triples. McGrath quickly 
displaced Ward and closed to Emig's 
rear wheel. It appeared that the Honda 
ace would soon have control of the race - 
but Emig had other ideas. 

McGrath's first pass attempt came in 
a series of whoops on lap one, but Emig 
turned it up a notch and exited the long 
section with the lead still intact. 
McGrath regrouped and tried again 
over a long triple on lap three, and 
when that failed, yet again in the follow- 
ing turn. Surprisingly, Emig still held 
firm, then continued to do so in the 
whoop section. 

"| felt good," said Emig. "That was 
the idea - to hold him off; I wasn't going 
to be backing down." 

The rivalry between Emig and 
McGrath is well documented, and the 
fans sensed that something was going to 
happen. McGrath has shown before that 
he is not content just to score points to 
win the championship; he wants to win 
every race he enters. At the same time, 
Emig was putting on the most impres- 
sive performance of his career - at least 
on a supercross track. He was matching 
every move of the best indoor competi- 
tor in the world, and he didn't appear to 
be riding over his head. 

The fourth lap brought the entire 
crowd to its feet. McGrath again tried to 
pass over the triple, and after being 
rebuffed yet again, he powered by his 
arch-rival through the whoops. Emig 
regained the lead, but McGrath tripled a 
set of jumps near the end of the lap, 
leaping by Emig. In the sharp, right- 
hand turn after the finish line, however, 








Emig cut under the champ, taking over 
the lead once more and providing a hint 
of what was to happen a few laps later. 

McGrath appeared to back off for a 
few laps, making another attack just 
before the midway point in the race. He 
closed in the whoops, then made his 
most aggressive move yet in the turn 
after the finish. Emig entered the turn 
wide, while McGrath had the inside line. 
On the exit, McGrath drifted out, and 
Emig again tried to cut back under the 
Honda rider. McGrath slowed as Emig 
sling-shotted to the inside, and the two 
hit hard, both falling to the ground in a 
heap. 

McGrath remounted first, but not 
before the third-placed LaRocco had 
snuck into the lead. Emig had a sore 
right heel from casing a double in his 
heat race, and while he was quick to pick 
his bike up, he had trouble restarting it. 
By the time he did so, he was in seventh 
place, with no hope of notching his first- 
ever supercross win. 

“A little too deep - what can I say?" 
said Emig in reference to McGrath's line. 
“I was putting in my laps and trying to 
hold him off. It's pretty obvious he took 
it too deep, or he wouldn't have fallen 
down, himself." 

“What did he (Emig) say?" asked 
McGrath, when questioned about the 
incident. When told, McGrath groaned 
and said: "Let me draw it out. (Drawing 
the turn on a table with a felt-tip mark- 
er). Over the finish-line jump, he jumped 
on the outside; I was on the inside. He 
cut back to the inside, and I stopped, 
because I didn't want him to sneak 
behind me like he did the time before. 
My bike was completely shut down - I 
was on the brakes, but all I hear is 
"Braaaaa! and he launched straight into 
me. Then he just kept it on - that's why 
he fell down, too. 

“I just wanted to get around him - it 
wasn't anything personal. He was ahead 
of me and I wanted to win; I heard 
LaRocco coming." 

LaRocco was coming, and when he 
saw the mayhem in front of him, he took 
full advantage. “I couldn't see exactly 
what happened, because the finish-line 
jump was in the way," he said. "I just 
saw the aftermath. I didn't really worry 
about what happened. I was just happy 
to be in front." 

LaRocco's lead was approximately 
five seconds, and while McGrath 
attempted to reel him in, the gap stayed 
about the same until the finish. "After I

fell, I kind of tight- 
ened up," said 
McGrath. 

The action had 
been so intense up 
front, that no one paid 
much attention to the 
battles back in the 
pack. Ward main- 
tained third place 
until crashing over a 
scary double, handing 
the position over to 
Lamson. Lamson held 
third to the finish, 
despite nearly crash- 
ing while doubling 
past lapper Jimmy 
Gaddis. Doug Henry 
overcame a terrible 
start, steadily advanc- 
ing through the pack to finish in fourth. 
Emig was a disappointed fifth, and as 
the riders left the track, he pulled up 
alongside McGrath, telling him his move 
was uncalled for. 

“I don't know if I'd have won, but it 
would have come down to the end," 
said Emig later. I'll tell you one thing - I 
was going to give it everything I had. It's 
always something, isn't it?" 

Brian Swink overcame an even worse 
start than Henry's to finish sixth, while 
Jeff Matiasevich spent the entire race 
between seventh and ninth places; he 
was seventh at the finish. Ward 
remounted to place eighth, one spot 
ahead of Ezra Lusk. 

"To tell you the truth, I got a pretty 
good start, but me and Matiasevich hit 
and he knocked me down,” said Lusk. “I 
bent my clutch lever all up, so it was 
kind of tough. I love the 250.” 

Following a horrendous start, Stanton 
marched through the pack to complete the 
top 10. Denny Stephenson was 11th, while 
Kiedrowski finished a disappointing 12th. 








“I got a bad start and crashed a cou- 
ple of times,” said Kiedrowski. “I just 
didn’t ride good in the main. I wasn’t 
nervous about the championship or any- 
thing; I think I just had one of those off- 
nights." 

In the pits, LaRocco didn't look like a 
man who had just won a Coors Light 
Challenge. "I was kind of waiting to see 
what Jeremy did, but when he wasn't 
catching me I wasn't worried," said 
LaRocco. “At this point I know the 
championship is out of the question; I 
just have to win races." 

"The first one (championship) proba- 
bly felt a little better, but it still feels 
good," said McGrath. "It would have 
been nice to get 10 (wins), but it's still 
more than anyone else. Eight, nine, 10 - it 
doesn't really matter; I'm the champi- 
on." 


125cc 


The 125cc class didn't provide quite 
as much action, but it was not lacking in 
controversy. 
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The heat 
races promised 

good things for Team 
SplitFire/Hot Wheels/Kawasaki. Hugh- 
es won the first heat despite a poor start, 
passing Honda of Troy’s Craig Decker 
on the last lap and doing a no-footer 
over the finish-line jump. Gonzalez was 
the winner in heat two, while Huffman 
finished second, the victim of a huge 
first-turn pile-up. Terry Parsons won the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 

In the 15-lap main event, Hughes led 
Huffman off the start, but an altercation 
kept them from slugging it out for the 
win. With Huffman a hearbeat behind, 
Hughes came up short over a double, 
the two collided and went down. 

“Huffman landed on me,” said 
Hughes. “He says he didn't, but we've 
got it all on tape, and that's what hap- 
pened. I came up short, but I saved it 
and was going down the jump, and 
that's when he hit me. On the tape, it 
looks like he came off the first jump all 
sideways. So he took me out, and broke 
off my clutch lever." 

“I was pretty happy with my start,” 
said Huffman. "I was behind Ryno 
(Hughes) on the second straight, and he 
started moving over and pinching me 
into the hay bales. If I was off to one side 


. on the take-off, and if I hit him from 
"straight behind, doesn't that mean he had 


to move over on me? He cased it and 
was going over the bars, and I had no 
where to go. I hit him and fell. I don't 
know if he did it on purpose, but it 
wouldn't surprise me if he did. I think 
he'd have done it to anybody. I was 
more worried about getting landed on 
(than losing the title). We were right in 
front of the pack. It didn't feel good." 

Gonzalez capitalized on the crash, 
sneaking into the lead spot and immedi- 
ately establishing a huge advantage over 
Decker. Huffman remounted dead last, 
and Hughes was also back in the pack. 

“I saw Damon and Ryno fall down, 
and I didn't want to hit them," said Gon- 
zalez. "I saw a place to go, and I went 
through it. It was close!" 

Decker closed the gap a little, but 
dropped his bike in a turn on lap 11, and 
Gonzalez took the easy win - the first of 
his career. 

"I want to say gracias," said Gonzalez, 
a native of Mexico. “I feel great! I don't 
know what to say. To be honest with 
you, I felt good when I wake up this 
morning. I rode good in practice, and I 
felt like I could win. I did good here last 
year and I think that help my confi- 
dence." 

Decker was a distant second. "Pedro 
got a good start and rode good,” he said. 
^He deserved to win. I tried to push 
hard and catch him, but he was too far 
ahead." 

Huffman tore through the pack, 
advancing as high as third before the 
checkered flag fell. It was good enough 
to clinch the title. ^I had a little trouble 
passing people; I don't want to talk 
about that," said Huffman. "I wish it (the 
championship) felt a little better. I feel 
like I'm the best rider, and it's too bad 
stuff like that has to happen. At least 
there's next week." 

With no clutch, Hughes had less luck 
moving forward, and his ride came to an 
end with a scary crash on the 11th cir- 
cuit. Hughes and his bike parted compa- 
ny high over a long triple, and the 
Kawasaki pilot landed hard. "I was 
doing those triples and my bike cut out," 
said Hughes. "I did them in second 
(gear), and I was usually doing them in 
third. I over-revved it, and the bike cut 
out. I was thinking, ‘Ouch!’ I jumped off 
and looked down, and saw I was going 
to make it (over the third jump). I 
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thought, ‘Cool!’ I hurt my ankles a little 
bit, but it wasn't as bad as I thought it 
would be." 

Decker advanced to second place in 
the point standings, but his lead over 
Gonzalez is just two points, 116-114. The 
position will come down to the final 
round in Las Vegas next week. ex

DIRT TRACK 


AMA Grand National Championship Series

MINERALWELLS, WV, JUNE 4 
N ormality has returned to the 
AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship Series, as Scott Parker 
added yet another notch to his win list 
by conquering the slick and rough West 
Virginia Motor Speedway half-mile oval 
and further extending his all-time win 
record to 55. Parker's win wasn't as 
smooth as usual, though, as the four- 
time Grand National Champion strug- 
gled with stuck throttle cables in the 
early parts of the race before a crash- 
induced red flag brought the race to a 
halt and allowed his mechanic, Bill 
Werner, to remedy the situation. Parker 
was all business when the race resumed, 
and powered his way to his third win of 
the season. 

Parker led his Harley-Davidson 
teammate Chris Carr and the suddenly- 
consistent Rodney Farris home after 25 
laps of hair-raising race action. After his 
win, the ever-enthusiastic Parker said:"I 
want to thank everyone who helped 
tonight, and all of my sponsors: Harley- 
Davidson Motor Company, Bell, Yeti, 
HOG, D's Leathers and RC Cola. I want 
to thank all the fans for coming out and 
being patient as we struggled with this 
track and the red flags. I owe so much to 
Bill Werner, my mechanic, for making 





the repairs during the red-flag stop. I 
never thought we would have time." 

"Take a breath Scotty," joked Carr, as 
the trio celebrated on the podium. 

For the first time in recent history, 
the formerly bullet-fast half mile was 
not under the threat of rain. Unfortu- 
nately, a dilapidated watering system 
and a water truck that would not water 
created a whole new set of problems for 
AMA Race Director Bruce Bober. The 
built-in watering system had deposited 
large amounts of water on the course, 
but it was not uniform, leaving the track 
wet-dry-wet-dry all around. Not help- 
ing the situation was the water truck, as 
its pump was broken and had no way of 
delivering its payload. Necessity being 
the mother of all invention, the local fire 
truck was called upon. First attempts to 
water the track with the fire hose were 
improved upon and the fire truck 
remained on duty, as there were no 
local fires. 

Jason Fletcher topped the Harley- 
Davidson 883 National for the second 
week in a row and once again qualified 
for the Grand National as well, in which 
he finished seventh aboard his 
Moroney's H-D/Gary Edmonds/Spec- 
tro/Bell/Works Performance/Motion 
Pro/Power Mist/ Fog City /American 
Iron Magazine-sponsored Harleys. "I 
really worked my ass off, especially in 
the 750 class. But I'm feeling better all 


the time; I know I'm improving," said a 
tired Fletcher, as he loaded for his trip 
home to Connecticut. 


HEATS 


Despite objection from the riders, 
scratch qualifying heats were once again 
used to determine the heat-race lineups. 
The third scratch heat was by far the 
fastest, but then again, all seven riders 
in the heat were capable of making the 
main. Steve Morehead topped the star- 
studded heat to claim the and pole posi- 
tion in heat one and nab the $100 prize 
for qualifying fastest. 

David Lloyd led the charge into turn 
in the first heat, but it was Ronnie Jones 
who led as the they thundered past the 
start/finish line at the end of lap one. It 
turned into a two-rider battle as Carr 
tried to make up for a poor start. At the 
halfway point, Morehead came out of 
nowhere and swooped into the lead, but 
Carr was close behind. Two laps later, 
disaster struck as Jones made a bid to 
retake the lead as the riders entered turn 
one. He dove low, but hit one of the 
bumps, bottomed out, and ripped off his 
oil tank. Jones then ran over his own 
tank, standing him on his front wheel. 
While Jones tried to steer, his momen- 
tum carried him into Morehead, driving 
them both into the wall. Kevin Varnes, 
who was riding a high line, was left 
with nowhere to go and laid his mount

down in a vain effort to miss the fallen 
Jones and Morehead. 

With the turn-one yellow flag flying, 
Steve Aseltine headed for the safety of 
the bottom, only to hit Jones' oil. Asel- 
tine was down immediately, sliding into 
the pile of riders and machines. The race 
was red-flagged and called complete. 

“I was lucky. I saw Ronnie going low 
so I stayed high, then when all hell 
broke loose I was able to drive under. I 
just caught the edge of the oil," said 
Carr, who was declared the winner. 
David Lloyd also moved on to the 
National aboard his Yankee Electric 
Honda. 

Heat two was anti-climatic, as Parker 
holeshot and pulled out a comfortable 
lead. The real battle was for the last 
direct transfer. Tommy Colson took sec- 
ond early from Dan Butler, then lost it 
again just past the halfway point. Butler, 
who was riding on a provisional license, 
made the National on his first try. 
"We're just trying to keep it going 
around and to keep it up," said Butler. 

As is usually the case where Rusty 
Rogers is concerned, heat three was 

















exciting. Last week's big winner, Davey 
Camlin, broke away on the high line, 
but Rogers took over on his Team Wick- 
ersham-sponsored Harley on lap three. 
Fletcher worked his way from deep in 
the field to take second from Camlin on 
the last lap. : 

Heat four saw Aaron Hill slide his H- 
D of Sacramento-sponsored Harley past 
Farris on lap two and ride on to the win. 
James Hart came from way back to chal- 
lenge Scott Stump for third, but both 
were headed to the semis, as Farris held 
on for second.

Kris Kiser pushed his Kiser Honda- 
sponsored RS750 out front in semi one, 
but Greg Sims worked his way around 
second-placed Jay Springsteen, then 
closed rapidly on Kiser. As the two lead- 
ers battled over first, Springsteen was 
joined by Varnes and Hart. On lap five 
of the eight-lap race, Hart stormed into 
third. As lap six started, Brett Landes 
spun down in turn one. He was up 
quickly, but his downed Honda 
remained on the groove. The race was 
red-flagged and called complete, with 
Kiser, Sims and Hart headed to the 
National. 

The second semi saw Will Davis 
break away on the top of the track, but 
he was quickly shuffled back by first 
Geo Roeder, then Camlin. Roeder held 
the point the rest of the way on his 
Mike's H-D-sponsored Harley. 


Trying to overcome a bad start, 
Kenny Coolbeth Jr. was charging 
through the pack and took the last trans- 
fer from Davis with two laps to go. He 
then pushed Camlin into a battle with 
Roeder, but the final positions were set. 

Morehead's crew finished making 
repairs to his F&S Harley in time for 
him to take his spot on row two of the 
last semi. Stump, Colson and Wait hit 
turn one first, but it was Morehead, on 
the outside, who led lap one and all the 
remaining laps. Mike Varnes applied 
early pressure to Morehead, but then 
settled into a solid second over Stump. 


883 NATIONAL 


The start of the 15-lap 883 National 
saw 17 Sportsters attempting to enter 
turn one together. Fletcher, Price and 
Hart hit it first, but Wait blasted to a 
momentary lead at the end of lap one. 
Fletcher was back in front on lap two 
with Wait lurking close behind. Hart, 








Price and Springsteen were locked in a 
battle for third. 

Things started to settle into a groove, 
with Fletcher comfortably ahead as Hart 
closed in on Wait. Price was alone in 
fourth over Springsteen. The closest 
racing on the track was for sixth, as 
Beattie held Beyer, Sumner and Aseltine 
at bay. Then, on lap seven, the red flag 
flew as Tim Johnson fell hard in turn 
four. 

Springsteen made the most of the 
restart by moving into third, while Wait 
led briefly on lap eight. By lap nine, 
Fletcher was back up front, but on lap 10 
Wait fell in turn three and brought out 
another red flag. 

Springsteen was second on the sec- 
ond restart, but it was Aseltine who 
made the biggest jump. He moved from 
ninth to sixth on the first restart, then 
from sixth to third to solidify the top 
three. Price got around Hart for fourth,

Given first choice of starting posi- 
tions, Parker picked the middle of row 
one. The front row, from the outside in, 
consisted of Butler, Hill, Carr, Parker, 
Rogers and Fletcher. Row two held Far- 
ris, Morehead, Roeder, Lloyd, Varnes 
and Kiser. The back row was filled with 
Camlin, Stump, Hart, Coolbeth and 
Sims. 

At the flash of the green light, Hill 
got another one of his outstanding starts 
and led the throng around lap one. 
Parker took over on lap two, but Hill 
was not easily put away and was back 
in front on lap three. Morehead moved 
into second, as Parker was having prob- 
lems with his throttle cables. "The 
cables were twisted and sometimes 
when I tried to shut off going into the 
turns, it would stick. I had to use the kill 





Switch to get through the turns, but that 
was working," said Parker of his dilem- 
ma, which dropped him to third, then 
fifth behind Carr and Farris. 

As lap eight started, Morehead dove 
under Hill exiting turn two and took the 
lead, but as the pair entered turn three, 
rookie Coolbeth slid hard into the hay 
bales in turn one. The red flag was out 
for the final time of the night. 

People swarmed all over Parker's XR 
during the brief break in the program. 
While attempts were made to free the 
throttles, Werner was back in the pit 
stripping the carburetors and throttle 
assemblies from the back-up bike. When 
he raced back to the work area and start- 
ed disassembling the carburetors, Park- 
er questioned the time limit. “We don't 
have time, I can make it the way it is," 
said Parker. But when informed by tech 
official Greg Crow that there were three 
of the eight minutes left, Warner said 
^We can do it in three minutes, no prob- 
lem." He then went through a mental 
check list as he finished the repairs. At 
Crow’s order to fire up, Parker's bike 
rumbled to life with everyone else's. 

Hill lit up his rear tire on the restart. 
“I really blew the restart. It just jumped 
sideways, then I got excited and missed 
a gear," said Hill. 

Morehead took over the lead from 
Parker, who had taken full advantage of 
the restart. Carr pressed the issue and 
moved by Parker for second, and the 
Carr/Parker battle carried them around 
Morehead on lap 15. Carr did all he 
could to challenge Parker, but there 
would be no denying him of the win 
tonight. Parker nabbed the win with a 
comfortable lead over Carr. 

After being passed by the lead duo, 
Morehead quickly faded and eventually 
succumbed to Farris. “I just fell out of 
the saddle tonight. I wore out after the 
crash and riding the semi. I’m glad I 
was able to hold on as long as I did,” 
said Morehead.

I wish I hadn't had a 
problem with the restart, but we're get- 
ting there," said Hill.

MISANO, ITALY, MAY 29 
uzzy Kawasaki's Scott 
Russell arrived at the 
Santamonica circuit 
on the last weekend 
f May with a 22- 
point lead over series runner-up Aaron 
Slight. Three scorching hot days later, he 
left Italy with a 31-point lead over the 
New Zealander. But that may end up 
being the least of Slight's problems. 
With his Honda RC45 failing to pass a 
fuel test given at the Donington Park 
round in England (see sidebar), Slight 
may well end up losing another 34 
points to his Georgian rival. 

Slight wasn't the only one under 
pressure in Italy. Ducati turned up the 
heat in their home country, at least pre- 
venting Russell from repeating his dou- 
ble landslide victory at Hockenheim. As 
always, Ducati and some Italian riders 
proved to be difficult to beat on their 
home ground. In the first heat, Piergior- 
gio Bontempi seemed on his way to his 
best superbike result ever, until a bro- 
ken fuel pump put an end to the Ital- 
ian's lead - handing Russell a comfort- 
able win, his fourth of the season. In the 
second heat, Giancarlo Falappa notched 
up the long-awaited second win for the 
Ducati 916 as he beat Russell and the 
amazing Mauro Lucchiari who was on 
his last year's 888. 

Doug Polen, on the other hand, 
struggled in the Italian race, which was 
run in very hot conditions in front of an 
estimated 20,000 spectators. After two 
disappointing races, the two-time World 
Champion dropped back from third to 
fourth in the point standings. 


RACE ONE 


Surprisingly, Stéphane Mertens got 
ahead of the pack on the first lap. The 
Ducati 888-mounted Belgian would 
hold that position for five laps - then 
Falappa got ahead, followed by Bontem- 
pi and Russell. The lead changed hands 
again on the 10th lap when Bontempi 
took over for a single go-round. 

It wasn't until the halfway mark that 
things finally started to settle down a 
bit. That was when Russell finally 
moved into the lead, shadowed by Bon- 
tempi, while Mertens started losing 
ground fast. And then the Belgian was 
caught by both Lucchiari and Slight. 
Fogarty, meanwhile, was doing pretty 
well to that point, even though he had 
to manage without first gear from the 
early laps. The problem only got worse, 
and Fogarty finally had to pull in on the 
18th lap. 

At that point, Pirovano and Terry 
Rymer had also exited. The Italian 
crashed in a gravel pit and the Brit was 
stopped by an engine problem on the 
Muzzy Kawasaki. 

The race for the lead came down to 
the final laps. Three laps before the fin- 
ish a huge roar from the crowd indicat- 
ed that an Italian had taken the lead. 
Unfortunately, it didn't last long as 
Bontempi's Kawasaki soon rolled to a 
silent halt, the victim of a bad fuel 
pump. That left Russell alone out front. 
Falappa was next, with the Italian los- 
ing time after some off-road excursions 
caused by the bike jumping out of 
gear. 

On the last lap, Slight got in front of 
Mertens and took the third rostrum 
position. 

"It was. a smooth race," Russell said. 








popularity (and awe) when the FIM pub- 

lished a press release on May 25 - two days 
before the start of unofficial practice in Misano - 
stating that the fuel used by Aaron Slight (right) 
and Andreas Meklau in Donington Park was 
not in accordance with the FIM Road Racing 
Technical rules. Whereas the maximum diene 
content is limited to 2% (mass/mass) maximum, 
the fuel taken from the gasoline tank of Slight’s 
Honda contained 20.3% m/m diene, and the 
fuel tank of Meklau's Ducati contained fuel with 
a total diene content of 10.6% m/m. 

The riders were still given the opportunity to 
have a counter-test carried out, but neither team used the option. 

"Elf has already replied that something went wrong in the communication 
between the FIM and them," Castrol Honda's team manager Neil Tuxworth 
explained. “Actually, Elf had not received the full specification sheet for this year’s 
fuel that is allowed. The FIM has suggested we do a counter-test, but Elf has already 
admitted that the FIM figures are correct and that it would be just a waste of time 
testing the fuel again.” 

Tuxworth said that Honda had used the fuel supplied by Elf in good faith, and 
did not use any additives to better performance. He also explained why the fuel in 
Slight's bike differed from that used by Meklau. 

“During winter testing, we tried all the different racing fuels made available by 
Elf, and we had the best results with what now turns out to be the highest amount 
of diene. To be quite honest, I had never heard about this product before...” 

Neither had most of the paddock, but it seems that diene is what binds oxygen to 
the fuel molecules; the more of it you have, the better performance you get. Whether 
or not this extra “boost” was enough to help Slight get such good results in Doning- 
ton will remain a mystery. With roughly 70% of the field using Elf products, it 
seems that any of them could have been using the illegal fuel. The French petrol 
company sent a truck to the Misano track, allowing all their customers to exchange 
their “illegal” fuel for “legal” fuel. 

During the month of June, FIM will judge the case. At first glance, it seems 
unreasonable to condemn only two riders for using the fuel most superbike com- 
petitors are using. In addition, it is very hard to know the exact composition of rac- 
ing fuel - especially for people who already have enough on their minds. :

“T had a bad start, but as soon as I got 
with the front-runners, things looked 
better. I only got in some trouble when I 
got wide on one of the last laps and 
when Bontempi got past me on the 
inside. But I knew that I had a better 
drive out on the straight, so I was just 
waiting for the last lap to get past him 


Falappa was second and quite 
happy to be back in stride again: "We 
still suffer from some handling prob- 
lems in slower corners, but a last- 
minute change in the setup during the 
warm-up this morning seemed to cure 
most of it. Unfortunately, everything 
was made worse because of my gear- 
box problems. At one moment, I was 
thrown back from first to seventh posi- 
tion, after getting onto the grass. But I 





am happy to have finished where I 
have." 

And so was Slight: “Actually, my 
biggest problem was Mertens. His 
Ducati accelerates well, and brakes well. 
But in the middle of the corners, it 
almost stands still. It’s pretty difficult to 
get around that. But I got him by sur- 
prise on the last lap.” 

Mertens was fourth, Lucchiari fifth, 
Destefanis sixth and Crafar seventh, 
once again the second-best Honda on 
the track. Polen only finished 12th. 

“A lot of people got in the way dur- 
ing the first laps," the Texan explained. 
"And I preferred to wait a little bit until 
everybody had settled down. The full 
fuel tank made the bike steer rather 
heavily. The more the race went on, the 
better the bike steered. In the last laps, I 





went more than half a second faster than 
in the beginning of the race - despite the 
tire wear." j 


RACE TWO 


An "old" Ducati 888 had given a fine 
performance in the first race and the 
same would hold true in race number 
two. Only this time it was Lucchiari 
who took over that role from Mertens. 
The Belgian crashed on the fourth lap at 
roughly 160 mph, with his bike passing 
Slight (on its side) in one of the slower 
corners of the track. 

The incident was blamed on an oiled- 
down race track, caused by the blown 
motor of French Ducati rider Gérald 
Muteau. 

“I was not pushing too hard," the Bel- 
gian said upon his return to his 





motorhome, where he peeled off his 
severely damaged set of leathers. "Today 
I finally had a good engine and for the 
first time since Donington the Brembo 
carbon fiber brakes performed well (par- 
tially due to the hot temperatures here). 
In the first heat, I had proven that I 
should not be ruled out for a place among 
the best; and in the second heat, I was try- 
ing to get onto the rostrum. But then the 
oil on the track spoiled it all. Actually, the 
marshalls were waving the yellow flag - 
but at the end of the oil trail. Before I 
knew what happened, I was sliding on 
the tarmac. I was very lucky not to have 
been hit by Bontempi, whose front wheel 
followed my head at only a few inches 
distance for several hundred meters..." 

Fellow countryman Paquay also 
went down for the same reason on the 
same spot. 

Meanwhile, Lucchiari led the field 
for an astonishing 16 laps (out of 25). 
For so long he withstood the attacks of 
Pirovano and Russell, but on that lap, 
Falappa finally got past. He obviously 
broke the young Italian with the move, 
for only a few corners later Lucchiari 
also let Russell past. At that point, Luc- 
chiari settled for a third-place finish. 

The positions didn't change much 
after that and Falappa notched up his 
first victory of the year, in front of the 
World Champion and Lucchiari. 

“We got the gearbox problems sorted 
out and that made all the difference," 
the Italian said. "I knew that I only had 
to be careful that Scott (Russell) did not 
overtake me on the long straight. If that 
worked out all right, I knew I would 
stay in front." 

For Russell, second place was just 
fine: “The tires were sliding a little bit 
more than in the first race, but I kept on 
thinking that I didn't really need to win 
this race. I didn't change the setup of the 
bike; just put new tires on, poured gaso- 
line in it and went out again." Lucchiari 
made a fine (and unexpected) return to 
the rostrum with his “new old" Ducati, 
finishing third. Fourth went to Slight, 
who noticed that traction was getting 
pretty scarce in the second heat, 
although nothing major had been 
changed in the chassis setup. Fogarty 
finished fifth, having once again suf- 
fered from gearbox problems. 

Whitham crashed seven laps before 
the end, after having collided with Cra- 
far. The New Zealander, though, ended 
up losing seventh place because of the

Two Kawasakis and 
a bunch of Ducatis 


t is common knowledge that Italian road racers can 
| go bananas on familiar ground. This Latin tempera- 
ment and the fact that most of them had raced in an 
Italian National race on the very same circuit two weeks 
earlier, was a warning to the habitual superbike hot 
shots that they would not have it all their way - at least 
-not during qualifying. Fabrizio Pirovano and Giancarlo 
Falappa had a moral obligation to do well on the track 
that is only some 75 miles from the Bologna factory. 
During that National race, Pirovano had won one heat, 
but suffered a broken engine in the second, giving the 
victory to Valerio Destefanis, who now has pulled with- 
in reach of Pirovano in the Italian Superbike Champi- 
onship. 

The other 916 riders didn't have much luck, either. 
Jamie Whitham and Carl Fogarty made a painful come- 
back to the superbike scene after heavy crashes in Don- 
ington and Hockenheim, respectively. Falappa, the 
fourth official “Ducatista,” had lost three precious days 
in Rijeka, Yugoslavia when private test sessions fell apart 
due to heavy rainfall. 

“The 916 is only at the beginning of its development,” 
admitted Fogarty's and Falappa's team manager Vir- 
ginio Ferrari. “Our riders still have to adjust to the new 
bike that is very sensitive to changes in the geometry 
setup - which is due mainly to the new construction of 
the swingarm. We just lack time to get things sorted out. 
That will be particularly evident here at Misano, the first 
bumpy track we've raced at this year. We will try to go 
to Albacete two weeks before the next race, but I sup- 
pose that we will be as competitive as we have been in 
the last couple of years only from the month of August 
onward..." 





The lack of experience of the factory riders, and the 
fact that the Italian (mostly Ducati 888) riders always 
perform well in front of their adoring public, provided 
some more chances for the large (14-man strong) 888- 
horde on Friday and Saturday. In addition, their ranks 
had (unexpectedly) been reinforced by Mauro Lucchiari. 
The 26-year-old Italian, who had replaced Pirovano on 
the Italian Yamaha Belgarda team but had never been 
able to make a good impression on the YZF, ended his 
contract after the National at Misano. 

Lucchiari was able to use the bike he had ridden in 
the second part of last season (the ex-Juan Garriga 
Ducati). That 888 had been bought by a friend of Luc- 
chiari, who is a collector of racing bikes, from the Ducati 
factory. The lost Ducati son showed big promise right 
away when he turned in the second-quickest time in the 
first session. He was behind Scott Russell (right), but in 
front of Panichi and Destefanis (both on a 888s!) and fac- 
tory riders Pirovano and Falappa. 

Russell was good from the get-go. He clocked the 
fastest lap during unofficial practice and he further 
stamped his authority on the field during the first and 
the second official sessions. 

"] expected to go even faster," the Muzzy Kawasaki 
rider said on Saturday evening. "In the first session, we 
lost some time due to carburetion problems, and actually 
the carburetion still had a little hiccup during the after- 
noon session." 

It didn't stop him from clicking off a one-minute, 
36.056-second lap. The second best lap went very sur- 
prisingly to Piergiorgio Bontempi, who pushed Falappa 
out of second in the final minutes of the second session. 

“I was not very surprised," Bontempi said. “I had 
been running 1:36s quite easily in the recent past. 
Besides, we had received a new exhaust after Hocken- 
heim, which gives the bike an extra edge in accelera- 
tion." 

Third went to Falappa, in front of Lucchiari and 
Mertens. Two Kawasakis in front of six Ducatis, and then 
the first Honda as Aaron Slight rode the RC45 to ninth 


place. The factory Honda sported a new, slightly bigger 
airbox, but neither Slight nor Doug Polen felt a big dif- 
ference. 

Polen ended up struggling to the 15th position on the 
starting grid. During the first session, he didn't even 
come close to a reasonable time - mainly due to the fact 
that choosing a tire seems to be a bit more time consum- 
ing than usual. The wrong tires brought about steering 
problems, but they got it sorted out and Polen knocked 
two seconds off his Friday lap time. 

" Acceleration is still some sort of a problem," the 
Texan said. "And we can't compare our data with what 
we had here last year. Fortunately, the computer data 
helps us a lot; that's what I am spending some hours 
with after practice. I'm helping the Japanese to analyze 
all the figures, so we can develop the bike (to be) as good 
as we can. The bigger airbox didn't feel much different, 
except perhaps that it caused the engine temperature to 
be a little bit higher." 

Simon Crafar was 10th best, his RC45 NL5-version 
equipped for the first time with some frame-kit parts, 
allowing the Team Rumi mechanics to reinforce the bike 
at the steering head and at the engine mounts. The facto- 
ry bikes' frame differs mainly in the swingarm - the fac- 
tory bikes feature reinforced units, while the semi-official 
bikes of Crafar and young Belgian Michaél Paquay don't. 

Carl Fogarty ended up 12th fastest, with Jamie 
Whitham 16th. 

"Actually, I am happy to qualify," Foggy confessed. 
“I had broken my wrist in two places, and Dr. (Claudio) 
Costa has done a good job. On Friday I tried a brace 
which allowed my wrist to be bent a little bit, but that 
seemed to be very painful. A straight brace proved to be 
a lot better. But still, I feel that I could go at least a sec- 
ond faster if I were fully fit. On the other hand, we're still 
struggling with the steering and grip problems we've 
had since the beginning of the season." 

Whitham got one more scare before the race started 
when he crashed (unhurt) during Sunday morning's 
warm-up.

7" sumers, Honda has released 13 of 
its 1995 model lineup early: five street- 
bikes, five off-road motorcycles and 
three all-terrain vehicles. Although none 
of the models are new, most feature 
updates of some sort. 

Three Honda Shadows will be 
released early: the Shadow 1100, the 
Shadow VLX Deluxe and the Shadow 
VLX. The Shadow 1100 ($8099 two- 
tone/$7799 solid) features four new 
color combinations: pearl magenta and 
pearl white; red with black; and red with 
pearl white. The Shadow VLX Deluxe 
($5499) gets a redesigned handlebar and 
mounting bosses to improve comfort 
and styling, and all-new two-tone colors 
with redesigned tank logos. The only 
change to the standard Shadow VLX 
($5199) is the same handlebar modifica- 
tions as on the Deluxe. 

Honda's popular open class super- 
sport bike, the CBR900RR ($9199), will 
feature a redesigned front fork and fair- 
ing, and new colors in '95. The upper 
fairing will feature a 15mm taller wind- 
screen and a 20mm wider main section. 
Honda claims the changes will improve 
rider protection and aerodynamics. The 
upper cowl stays will come with an alu- 
minum finish. The fairing will also incor- 
porate new, plastic headlights which 
save some 20% in weight and feature a 
cut-reflector design that produces a 
sharply defined light pattern. The flush- 
mounted clear plastic cover rounds out 
the changes to the fairing. 

The front fork on the CBR900 will be 
fully adjustable on the new unit, with 
both rebound and compression damping 
adjustment and preload adjustment. The 
fork also features a new valve design to 
improve response. In a further effort to 
save weight, the CBR gets a magnesium 
head cover and drilled footpeg guards. 
The shift lever will also be cast from alu- 


` minum for ‘95; it will feature an infinite- 


ly adjustable linkage combined with 
reshaped transmission gears to improve 
shift action. New graphics will feature 
black/violet/yellow and white/violet/ 
yellow color combinations. 

The final streetbike which will be 
introduced early is the 1995 Pacific Coast 
($7499). The PC will feature no changes 
for the coming year. 

The other new motorcycles are the 
off-road XR line - the 600R ($4599), the 
250R ($3899), the 200R ($2899), the 100R 
($1999) and the 80R ($1799). No mechan- 
ical changes have been made to the 
thumpers, but each gets a new look with 
purple and white graphics. In addition, 
Honda will release three ATVs early: the 
Fourtrax 300 4x4 ($4999); the Fourtrax 
300 ($4199); and the Fourtrax 200 Type II 
($3399).

ore than 1000 of the top amateur 
M motocrossers in the East gath- 

ered at High Point Raceway for 
the AMA Tucker Rocky/Team Green 
Spring National Finals. The event was 
held Saturday on the same track that 
would feature the fourth round of the 
AMA Pro National MX Championships 
the following day. 

With a total of 1055 youth, amateur 
and Pro-Am entries, many of the classes 
had to be broken down into equal 
groups of no more than 40 riders per 
start. For example, the 125 C (Novice) 
class attracted 124 riders. Four groups of 
31 riders each competed in their own 
two-moto divisions, with awards issued 
at a ratio of one trophy per three riders. 
Nearly 350 trophies were handed out. 

The quiet star of the day was Team 
Green's graduating Pro-Am pilot Kevin 
Windham of Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 
With the second pro national of his 
young career taking place the following 
afternoon, the AXO/Pro-Circuit/ Dun- 
lop-backed Windham limited his Satur- 
day efforts to the 125cc A (Expert) class. 
The 16-year-old won going away in both 
motos of division one and gained some 
valuable track time. In fact, the very 
next day Windham almost entered the 
professional racing record books as the 
youngest moto-winner ever. He came 
within half a lap of winning the opening 
125cc moto before fatigue and National 
Champion Doug Henry finally caught 
up with him. 

Following Windham in the first 125cc 
A division on Saturday were Michigan's 
Jeff Curry and local favorite Jim Evans; 
both competing aboard Kawasaki 
equipment, also. Division two of the 
125cc A class was won by Nebraskan 
Pro-Am pilot Brian Deegan, who scored 
a 1-1 tally ahead of West Virginia's 
Chris Carte (2-2) and Virginia's Shawn 
Schultz (6-3). 

In the 250cc.A class North Carolina's 
Jim Neese topped both motos in spite of 
a frantic chase by Deegan. Local Suzuki 
rider Sean Hogan was a short distance 
back in third both times out. 

The Open A class was topped by Vet- 
eran racers Ron “Wirehead” Jones and 
Michigan motocross mafiosi Kreg 
Bigelow, with Jones having the advan- 
tage. The two amateur legends were 
again pitted against each other in the 
Vet A (430) class after first-moto winner 
Tim Coombs crashed out in race two, 
with Jones again securing top honors for 
his home state of Tennessee. 

Motocross icon Eyvind Boyesen was 
the fastest Master on the day, winning 
the Senior (+40) class. Davey Coombs 
topped the Junior A (+25) group, while 
Curry, the 125cc A, D-1 runner-up, led 
the College class for riders aged 16 to 24 
years. The 125cc Schoolboy class of 25 
riders was subdued by rising Eastern 
star Robbie Horton, of Martinez, Vir- 

a. 

Kawasaki's adolescent terror Ricky 
Carmichael was in top form at High 
Point, putting last year's tremendous 
endo (and concussion) behind him. 
Carmichael, with help from Team 
Green, Fox, Oakley, Shoei and Air Walk, 
went undefeated in the 85cc Senior (14- 
15) and Super-Mini (7-15) classes. The 
fast Floridian took some heat from Mark 











Burkhart and Karl Scott, a pair of Ohio 
Honda speedsters, in the 25-rider Senior 
class before pulling away for the win. A 
pair of younger pilots - 13-year-old 
Nicholas Wey and 10-year-old Travis 
Pastrana - trailed Carmichael in the 32- 
rider Super Mini races. 

Wey, a Kawasaki rider from Dewitt, 
Michigan, and Pastrana, Suzuki's latest 
minicycle hero from Annapolis, Mary- 
land, each secured overall victories for 
themselves in other divisions. Wey 
topped the 27-rider 85cc Intermediate 
class (for riders aged 12 to 13 years), 
while Pastrana beat up on the 85cc 
Junior (7-11) kids for an impressive 1-1 
score. 

In the 19-rider 65cc class, South Car- 
olina’s Joshua Summey topped Massa- 
chusetts’ Paul Veracka and Pennsylva- 
nia's own Gene Stull for the Team Green 
Spring National Championship. Michi- 
gan's Nick Adams directed his Italjet to 
the 50cc Stock class win ahead of Penn- 
sylvania's Jimmy Chappell and Vir- 
ginia's Jason Crisp. A rare modified Pee 
Wee class was held, with West Vir- 
ginia's Charles Kimble scoring the win. 
Another added class was run for 
younger Pee Wee pilots; six-year-old 
Austin McGuin of Virginia was the win- 
ner in that one. 

In the super-competitive B (Interme- 
diate) classes, the riders may have been 
split into groups, but the competition 
was still fierce among the front-runners. 
The fastest race time would be consid- 
ered the top class for manufacturers' 
contingency purposes. Team Green's 
Horton, Kansan racer Andy Bowyer and 
local talent Johnny Onisko each scored 
wins in their divisions, but it was 
Onisko's motos that proved to be fastest 
on the stop watches. The Honda rider 
battled with Ohio's J.D. Collins and 
West Virginia's Ronny Robinson in both 
heats before notching the overall and 
the day's fast time. 

In 250cc B class action, Texan 
Kawasaki rider Billy Akers and Ohio 
up-and-comer Charles Dunaway each 
racked up wins in the two 38-rider 
groups, but it was Akers who earned 
the fast time honors by just four sec- 
onds. Suzuki-mounted Michael 
Lauster trailed Akers in the first 
group, while Dunaway battled back 
constant rival J.D. Collins (also from 
Ohio) and Florida's Jason Sybert for 
his victory. cN

eam Suzuki’s Randy Hawkins 
T found the winning combination 

for the first time since the opening 
round in Arkansas, emerging victorious 
from the Enduro Riders Association of 
Ohio’s 37th Annual Little Burr Two-Day 
National Reliability Enduro over Memo- 
rial Weekend. 

The five-time National Enduro 
Champion won after rebounding from a 
fourth-place Day-One finish, turning in 
a stellar ride on Day Two. Yamaha rid- 
ers Duane Conner and Fred Andrews 
finished third and fourth, respectively, 
in the overall results, while points 
leader Smith - winner of the previous 
two rounds - settled for fifth place. 

“All of my times were real good 
today (Day Two),” said the American 
Suzuki/MSR/Metzeler/Scott/Bieffe/ 
Pro Circuit/Factory Connection/RK/ 
Braking /100%/Pro Taper/Motion Pro/ 
Acerbis/Bel-Ray/Sprocket 
Specialists/Troy Lee/Boyesen/Uni/ 
Rocky/WER-sponsored Hawkins. “I 
started (the day) 11 seconds behind 
Guy. All Thad to do was find 12.” 

Riding an RMX250 rather than the 
RM125 that he had used for the first part 
of the series, Hawkins found the 12 sec- 
onds and more, winning Sunday’s com- 
petition by 15 seconds over Cooper. He 
topped the former motocrosser in two of 
the day’s three special tests. The duo 
had identical scores in the third test. 

In the points chase, Hawkins’ finish 
moved him to within nine points of 
Smith, who was fifth at McArthur after 
a poor ride on Day One. 


DAY 1 


Saturday’s trail was run over two 70- 
mile loops that detoured to meet three 
special-test areas. The start was at the 
Vinton County Fairgrounds and the 








course circled north. The route included 
single-track trails, secondary graveled 
township roads and paved highways, 
and each test was run only one time. 
The first terrain test - a two-mile, hard- 
packed, slippery section along a small 
creek - came just five miles out, and the 
second was run down a semi-dry creek 
bed just before the end of the loop. Both 
terrain tests were on existing trail that 
was overgrown with brush and tree 
branches. The final test of the day was a 
2.5-mile long grass track that was laid 
out on a hilly pasture. 

“All of (Day One's) tests were real 
short and real fast, at times," said Coop- 
er. "If you made one little mistake it 
would cost you." 

Cooper started about 15 seconds 
ahead of Hawkins in the first test, but 
fell and was passed. Cooper remounted 
and passed Hawkins back, but was still 
four seconds slower. Cooper finished 
the second test with a third-place time, 
seven seconds behind test-winner 
Andrews. Conner was one second off 
Andrews' pace, in second. 

“If you were going too fast, it was 
going to cost you," said Cooper. "I 
backed off a little in the second test so 
that I wouldn't overshoot the corners. It 
probably cost me, but sometimes it pays 
to go slow." 

Hawkins took himself out of con- 
tention for the Day-One win during the 
second test, when he finished eighth 
after hitting a tree. “I tried going under- 
neath this tree branch, when the rear 
wheel got kicked up by a root," he said. 
“I bounced off (the branch) pretty good, 
and it hit me hard. It slowed me up for a 
while." 

Cooper and Hawkins tied for the 
fastest time on the day's only grass 
track, and while it was Cooper's only 
fast time of the day, his consistency had 
him in the overall lead. "It seems like 
things are starting to come together for 


me," said Cooper. "I finally had it 
together today. During the day's final 
work period, I changed the rear tire and 
the air filter. I even had time to remove 
the seat and tank, so that I could get at 
the carburetor and change the pilot jet. 
I've really come a long way since my 
first Qualifier in Arkansas." 

Andrews and Conner finished the 
day tied for second, eight seconds 
behind Cooper. "I dropped back a few 
minutes and rode with Guy and 
Randy," said Andrews. "It was kind of 
fun, because we could keep an eye on 
one another. I caught Guy in the second 
test, and Randy fell, so I did better than 
both of them. But in the final grass track, 
I overshot a corner and they both did 
better than me." 

Smith was a surprise, posting scores 
well off the mark throughout the first 
day. "I had a miserable day," said Smith 
- 19th overall at the end of the day. “I 
crashed three times in the last two tests, 
and these tests are too short to crash in. I 
just couldn't get going; my bike felt 
strange and I couldn't get into the 
groove." 

Hitting a tree head-on in third gear 
during the second terrain test didn't 
help Smith's score much, either. 

Jeff Fredette led the Lightweight 
Four-Stroke class (0-350cc), using the 
tractability of his KLX250 to put him in 
seventh overall. Chris Smith led the 
Lightweight division (0-125cc), while 
Jared Green was on top of the Heavy- 
weight Four-Stroke class (351cc and 
above). 


DAY2 


Sunday was filled with controversy. 
The course headed south out of 
impound over two separate 65-mile 
loops, which originally included five 
special tests - two grass tracks (Day 
One's track in reverse); two new, over- 
grown terrain tests (each approximately 








four miles long); and a final motocross. 
However, the final motocross was can- 
celled due to a lack of club personnel, 
and the first terrain test was cancelled 
when the first rider out - John Scheid- 
hauer - was injured. 

Kerry Clark was the second rider out, 
and he came upon the fallen Scheid- 
hauer, who was complaining of neck 
and back pains. Clark stayed with the 
injured rider, while Chris Smith 
returned to the start of the test to inform 
officials. Fred Hoess went ahead to tell 
the finish timers, who went to Scheid- 
hauer's aid and cancelled the test. An 
ambulance was called, and Scheidhauer 
was taken to the hospital. He was diag- 
nosed as having four compression frac- 
tures to his lower vertebrae, then med- 
icated and released. 

Organizers decided to run the test 
again in the afternoon, effectively replac- 
ing the other terrain test. "We felt that 
re-running the cancelled test was a better 
test for the riders,” said Clerk of the 
Course Vic Ely. “The second test was a 
lot tighter and wound its way through 
some pretty overgrown terrain.” 

The move wasn’t popular with all the 
riders. “I was psyched about running 
the second (terrain) test,” said Hawkins. 
“They said it was really tight, something 
that I was really looking forward to. The 
re-test went all right, but I wish they 
would have let us know about the 
change so we could have prepared for 
Sd 

Another mix-up occurred during the 
second loop's grass track, which was re- 
routed when a mudhole developed at a 
creek crossing. Riding on one of the’ 
front rows, Hoess mistakenly went 
through the ribbon and took the original 
route. The ribbon was never replaced, so 
the following riders effectively had two 
choices - through the mudhole, or 60 
yards around it. The mudhole was faster 
- unless you happened to get stuck. 














“It was getting real muddy at that 
crossing during the first grass-track test 
this morning, so we decided to route it 
around the mudhole so nobody gets 
stuck," explained event worker Scott 


y. 

"Nobody told us that there had been 
a change, and I came flying up to the 
creek-bed crossing just like we had done 
that morning," said Hoess. “By the time 
I noticed that it had been ribboned off, I 
couldn't react fast enough and I crashed 
right through it." 

Cooper saw the arrows for the new 
route and followed them, while 
Hawkins and Conner both missed the 
arrows and blazed the old course, mak- 
ing it through the mud without any 
problems. Hawkins and Cooper tied for 
fast time, though Cooper would proba- 
bly have been quicker had he taken the 

. Shorter route. No official protest was 
filed, so organizers counted the test. 

At the ninth check, more confusion 
awaited - though no check personnel 
did. Riders - panicking after being held 
up by a long mudhole located just 
before the scheduled check - raced on in 
an effort to find the phantom check. "I 
got stuck just before check nine, and I 
didn't have any time to play with," said 
Conner. "So I pinned it like a wild man 
all the way to check 10." 

The day was like a re-awakening for 
Rodney Smith, whose score for Day 
Two matched that of Hawkins. With 
Smith's mediocre first day, however, 
Hawkins was more concerned with 
Cooper. "Guy and I were riding on the 
same minute all weekend," said 
Hawkins. "I knew I could hang with 
him in the grass tracks. I was just wait- 
ing for the tight terrain tests." 

Hawkins' confidence in staying with 
Cooper paid off when he pulled to with- 
in one second of his teammate by better- 
ing the Oklahoman by 10 seconds in the 
first grass track of the day. Hawkins 
posted the second-fastest test time of the 
day, then tied Cooper for the fastest 
time of the day in the controversial sec- 
ond grass track. 

Hawkins' off-road talents shined in 
the final terrain test of the weekend, 
where he beat Cooper by five seconds. 
"It was a real good test,” said Hawkins, 
whose score was the third-fastest of the

day. “It was long with a 
lot of tight stuff, just like I 
was waiting for.” 

Cooper started the test 

just in front of Hawkins, 
but had trouble getting 
around a slower rider. 
Hawkins caught up just 
as Cooper was making 
the pass, and the two 
until 
Cooper overshot a corner 
and Hawkins went flying 
by. 

Andrews had his own 
problems when he 
crashed hard during the 
cancelled first terrain test. At the time of 
the crash, Andrews had taken the over- 
all lead from Cooper by posting the 
fastest time on the first grass 
track.”When we got to the test, we had 
no idea that they had cancelled it. In 
fact, they even had somebody giving 
start times. I was pushing real hard 
when I was coming down this hill, and I 
crashed hard when my rear wheel hit a 
log. I hit a tree with my shoulder. That 
ruined it for sure. It really sucked, when 
they had already basically thrown out 
the test.” 

Chris Smith held onto his lead in the 
Lightweight division, but advanced a 
spot to sixth in the overall standings. 
Terry Cunningham was second, while 
Hoess was slowed by two flat tires and 
finished third. Fredette topped the 
Lightweight Four-Stroke category, best- 
ing former National Enduro Champion 
Jeff Russell. Fredette benefitted from the 
cancellation of the first terrain test, as he 
stalled his motor and was over a minute 
slower than Russell through the section. 

Jared Green and Husaberg sales 
manager Greg Surdyke battled for the 
Heavyweight Four-Stroke win, but 
teamwork helped secure the victory for 
Green. The two buried themselves in a 
mudhole, and helped each other out. 

Ron Ribolzi dominated the Senior 
class by bettering second-place finisher 
Tom Ebersole by 129 seconds. “I think 
Vic Ely and the club did a real good 
job,” said Ribolzi. “This type of enduro 
reminds me of the old days. This was a 
lot like what the European enduros are 
like. They tie special tests together with

By Geoff Meyer 
ngland has produced 
many great motorcycle 
champions. Mike Hail- 
wood, Barry Sheene and 
Phil Read brought road 
racing to all-time highs 

from the '50s through the ‘70s, while 

motocross heroes Graham Noyce and 

Dave Thorpe achieved world champi- 

onships. But one Britain-born World 

Champion who Americans might not 

recognize so quickly, is Paul Edmond- 

son - the 125cc World Enduro title hold- 
er. 

Edmondson is the epitome of enduro 
riders. His never-say-die attitude has 
provided more enjoyment for World 
Enduro enthusiasts than any rider in 
recent memory, but despite his wild 
approach, he rarely fails to finish 
because of crashing. The Englishman 
started his quest for glory when he was 
only eight years old, having received a 
bike from his parents. Soon, the skinny 
kid was chasing the older riders, and it 
didn't take long before he was beating 
them. 

It was observed trials that first took 
Edmondson to a competitive level. "I 
did trials for six years," he says. "It had 
a lot to do with improving my skills, for 
sure." 

From the trials sections, Edmondson 
headed to motocross tracks. “My all- 
time hero was Dave Thorpe (England's 
three-time World MX Champion), so 
motocross was nice for me to do." 
Again, those aggressive skills so evident 


today were in the process of getting pol- 
ished. 

After motocross, Edmondson finally 
tried his hand at enduro riding for the 
first time, throwing in his other two dis- 
ciplines when his schedule allowed. 

With an off-road apprenticeship like 
Edmondson's, it shouldn't come as a 
surprise that many of his rivals consider 
him to be their toughest competition. 
Because of this season's change in class- 
es, 250cc World Champion Giorgio 
Grasso is now competing against Paul in 
the Lightweight division (0-125cc), but 
the Italian still considers himself an 
Edmondson fan. “He can do it all, on 
any surface," he says. "He may be the 
best in this era." Edmondson also has a 
deep respect for Grasso, but even he 
agrees with his rival. ^I think, in the 125 
class, I am the best." 

Coming into this year's International 
Six Days Enduro, to be held in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, September 20-25, Edmond- 
son has a tally of seven gold medals in 
the event. An impressive feat, especially 
considering he has only contested the 
Six Days nine times. Still, his luck in the 
ISDE has not all been good. While con- 
testing the '88 event in France, Paul had 
a huge crash that ended his run. "I was 
18 years old, and that was a bit disap- 
pointing," he admits. 

Since that disappointment, however, 
Edmondson has collected a ton of gold, 
and also some major contracts. A former 
Farioli KTM rider, last year he left the 
prestigious El Campero/Lucky Strike/ 
Husqvarna squad for a ride with the 
fledgling Gas-Gas company. The Husky

team consists of several former and cur- 
rent World Champions, including 
Swede Sven Erik Jonsson, Finn Kari 
Tiainen, Slovak Jaraslov Katrinak, and 
Italian Tullio Pellegrinelli - not to men- 
tion Gilles Lallay Classic winner Cyril 
Esquirol: Still, Edmondson was consid- 
ered their main man, and his departure 
was a major blow. His move could be 
considered a gamble, but not for 
Edmondson. “I went to the Spanish Gas- 
Gas marque, and I have no regrets," 


says Paul. "It has been better than I 
could have imagined." 

Like many other great riders, 
Edmondson is not satisfied with "only" 
two World Championships, but surpris- 
ingly, he is looking beyond enduro 
titles. "I will move to the 250cc (Heavy- 
weight: 126cc and above) class, and then 
I want a year in World Trials and 
Motocross." If ever you get the chance 
to witness "Eddy" charge around a 
motocross special test, or climb a rocky 











hillside in a terrain test, you'll have no 
problem taking his aspirations seriously. 
At 24, he is still fairly young, and Gas- 
Gas is one of the top trials marques. As 
for motocross, it was only last year that 
Edmondson raced his idol - Thorpe - 
and just beat him. Thorpe had retired 
just a month or so earlier, after making 
the top 20 in the final 500cc point stand- 
ings, but Edmondson realizes that he 
will still need further preparation before 
he is ready for the MX circuit. 

The Englishman has a lot going for 
him, but it is his willingness to dig deep 
in difficult situations that sets him apart 
from his rivals. “If it looks impossible, 
then I will give it a go. That's when I'm 
tested." A perfect example of his grit is 
Edmondson's love for the French Gilles 
Lallay Classic, considered by experts to 
be the toughest race in the world. “That 
is the best day you could hope for. Start 
at 6:00 a.m., finish at 11:00 p.m.. It is a 
day's work, that's for sure." Edmondson 
led this year's event for a short time, 
placing fifth (of only nine finishers) after 
getting stuck in a huge mudhole. 

This season has been a testing time 
for the defending champion. He started 
the series with a Day-One win at the 
Spanish opener, then failed to finish 
Day Two when his Gas-Gas broke its 
transmission. More trouble awaited at 
round two in France, where he won the 
overall only to see his strongest section 
thrown out - and his win along with it. 
At round three in Italy, Paul was simply 
not up to the task of matching an 
inspired Grasso, who was riding on his 
home turf. Edmondson currently rests 
in second place behind Grasso in the 
Lightweight class point standings, but 
still has hopes of overtaking his rival in 
the second half of the series. The round- 
two incident left a bad taste in Edmond- 
son's mouth, so much so that he consid- 
ers it his biggest disappointment. "I 
rode my guts out, and (the decision) 
could cost me the series. I was really 
pissed off. I will just go flat-out from 
now on, and hopefully I will win again." 
Though he is 20 points back, the '94 title 
is still not out of the question; Edmond- 
son won last year's crown on the last 
loop of the final round, besting Swede 
Jeff Nilsson by just three points. 

With the backing of Gas-Gas, 
Edmondson feels that he has really 
made it. “Life on the road has never 
been better," he says. "It is so nice to 
work for a Spanish organization.” For 
someone who could pass for a jockey in 
the Kentucky Derby, the champ always 
presents a professional image - dressing 
nice even after a tough race. He usually 
gives the impression that he should be 
in the office, rather than racing along the 
edge of a cliff or charging through trees 
at break-neck speeds. "I like to give the 
impression that this sport is profession- 
al. It’s not, though. We have to go a long 
way before it is." 

In Europe, the World Enduro circuit 
has just begun to get noticed by the tele- 
vision channels. Even sports giant 
Eurosport - which goes to millions of 
viewers - has run pieces on the Gilles 
Lallay Classic, the Six Days, and a num- 
ber of rallies. Unlike many riders, 
Edmondson realizes that exposure is 
important for the sport, and if he can 
help a journalist or a race fan, he is 
happy to do it. And his passion for rid- 
ing is amazing. “I ride the bike every 
day; I love doing it so much.” 

So if you make it to this year’s ISDE, 
and you see what appears to be a child 
leading the pack with the throttle 
pinned and his legs flailing, you can be 
sure it will be Paul Edmondson. And 
you can be just as sure that he’s on his 
way to another gold medal. €N

ners’ circle for the first time since 

July 1992 to move into fifth place 
in the points standings and register the 
maiden victory for the FN Jobe team, 
but his performance was overshadowed 
by a controversy involving defending 
champion Jacky Martens, the Italian fed- 
eration, and several personnel from 
other teams. 

Riding a factory-backed Husqvarna 
four-stroke, Martens was cannoned into 
the fence in the first turn of moto one by 
an errant Georges Jobe. After finishing 
second without a silencer, Martens was 
allowed to return to the paddock with- 
out being noise-tested, and several peo- 
ple claimed that Italian federation offi- 
cials deliberately put obstacles in the 
way of a protest. 

"I went to make a protest against 
Martens, and Signor Lovati of the Italian 
federation told me that it was not neces- 
sary, as the federation would insitigate 
the protest," said Guido Vertemati, of 
the Vertemati team. “But they did noth- 
ing!" 





Marcus Hansson also tried to protest. 
"I went up there, but was physically 
prevented from entering the room to 
register my protest for several minutes," 
he said. "When I finally got in, I was 
told that the half-hour protest time had 
just ended!" 

When advised of the irregularities 
later, FIM jury president Arnost Zemen 
was deeply shocked, saying, "I was sim- 
ply told that there was no protest." And 
officially, there wasn't! Had he been 
tested and penalized, the 60-second time 
penalty for post-race noise infringe- 
ments would have dropped Martens to 
16th, one place out of the points. 

Martens crashed out of race two, but 
has lost just three points to each of the 
most serious rivals for his title. Hansson 
and Joel Smets won the two motos, but 
each had a mechanical DNF as well. 

Despite the scandal, the Arco GP was 
a classic race, with four leaders in each 
moto and sufficient tales of woe to 
ensure that only three riders made the 
top 10 in both outings! 

The drama started even before the 
gate dropped, as Smets’ Vertemati four- 
stroke failed to respond to his kicking 
until 30 seconds before the start. When 





the gate dropped, home hero Franco 
Rossi hit the gate and stalled, and was 
left on the line. 

Then came the first turn. Martens 
had clearly holeshot, but as he cut across 
the pack on the ideal line, he was wiped 
out by Jobe. The current champion was 
torpedoed into the fence, while the ex- 
champ bounced off to hold an initial 
second place behind teammate Gerald 
Delepine. 

The FN 1-2 did not last long. By lap 
three Delepine had been pushed back to 
fifth, and a lap later Hansson and Smets 
drove under Jobe after sixth- and ninth- 
placed opening laps. 

Following a poor gate, the Swede - 
Hansson - had been lucky to be so high 
on lap one. He profited from the 
Jobe/Martens crunch, as he was able to 
slip inside and lead until half distance. 
Hansson’s luck did not last, however. 

“It was a silly mistake,” he said. “The 
front wheel slipped away and I went 
down. I was already catching Smets 
again when the chain broke over the 
jump before the finish line.” The points 
leader was out. 

Smets then held a 25-second lead, 
and went on to win comfortably; the

man to inherit second was Martens. The 
Belgian had ridden a fantastic race from 
the back to be seventh by lap four, and 
then demote Jobe. “I could have taken 
him (out), but I made a nice clean pass 
along the start straight,” said Martens. 

Before the finish, Martens’ hard- 
earned second place suddenly appeared 
to be in danger, as Liles, who had rid- 
den hard from a second-lap fall which 
had pushed him back to 13th, became a 
threat. Martens’ pipe was hanging pre- 
cariously and his bike was losing power, 
the mount having finally snapped after 
its hefty blow in turn one. But then, with 
a lap and a half to go, it was Liles’ turn 
to worry as he picked up a rear flat tire. 

Martens’ mechanic Graham Kent had 
sent a helper back to the pits for tools 
and a spare silencer just in case - and 
with a lap to go, the pipe was gone! 

But as his pit crew waited to fit the 
replacement in the signalling area at the 
end of the race, Martens brushed every- 
one aside and rode back to the pits. 
While others were being stopped for 
noise tests, the Husqvarna was back in 
the tent having the replacement silencer 
fitted. Afterwards, the Husky was never 
noise-tested anyway. 

Jobe’s attempt to resist his slide 
down the field had been abruptly halted 
when he collided with Ronny Weusten- 
raed. Both riders blamed the other, but 
the Flemish Weustenraed was quickest 
to his feet and regained a top-six placing 
on the last lap. 

Moto two was just as thrilling. Again 
Smets had difficulty starting his bike, 
and it was Liles who had to start from 
way down after tangling with teammate 
Danny Theybers coming out of the gate. 

Up front, Weustenraed had the 
holeshot and simply disappeared into 
the distance for 20 minutes, while Rudi 
Van Leeuwen was black-flagged from 
the leaderboard when his bike lost its 
muffler. This was a controversial move, 
as Martens hadn't been black-flagged in 
moto one. Some claimed this was 
because Martens was aboard an Italian- 
built Husqvarna, while Van Leeuwen 
rides a Honda. 

Smets and Martens, the men who 
had beaten Weustenraed in race one, 











were both in trouble. They gated outside 
the top 10 along with Hansson, but were 
moving well until a:simple fall by 
Martens put him down to 19th. A cou- 
ple of laps later, the champion was out 
in agony. "I went to pass a guy and he 
stopped," said Martens. "I pulled in the 
front brake hard and went down. My 
left knee got caught between the triple 
clamp and the radiator cowling." 

Smets had been moving forward 
gradually, until he ran wide in a turn, 
explaining, “I got stuck in some mud 
and stalled; and again the bike wouldn't 
start for a long, long time!" 

All this left Weustenraed heading for 
the overall as well as the moto win, but 
it was not to be. "I got a flat rear tire 
with four laps to go," said Weustenraed. 
"What a way to lose a GP!" 

Suddenly Darryll King appeared to 
have the moto and overall wins, with 
Liles still only sixth despite a fine charge 
from 22nd on lap one. But fate took a 
hand, and King started to drop back. 

“I just got tired,” said King. "My fit- 
ness is nearly back, but not quite. I need 
another month." He was passed by 
Rossi, and then Hansson passed both of 
them. "I should have hit the front earli- 
er,” said Hansson. “I fell the first time I 
went to pass King, and had to do it all 


again. I was stronger than them. I knew 
I could win when Weustenraed went 


King was third going into the last 
lap, and while Liles had passed Whatley 
for fourth, the gap was still large. But 
the American was charging. "I guess I 
just found the groove out there and 
nobody else did," said Liles. "I had 
some really fine lines at the back of the 
track. I thought I might even have got 
Rossi. I knew the GP was mine when we 
started the last lap." 

An uphill pass on a surprised King, 


who didn't even know Liles was there : 


until he was past, clinched it. 

Billy is back - but the battle for the 
title is already tinged with bitterness 
before the strong men of world 
motocross have even reached the 
halfway stage of their series! €N

Estonian Juri Ruul was an absentee due to.a broken leg from 
the same French race as Leok, while Anders Svensson 
missed the Italian round after a severe tumble at the Swedish 
championship race, but will be back in Slovakia. 


Shayne King expects.to return.to action at the Dutch GP on 
June 19. In Italy, his bike was being ridden by. fellow New 
Zealander Cameron Negus, in his final European outing before 
returning home. . 


Former champion Georges Jobe finally started a GP again for 
the first time since the Swiss series opener. "I have got all of the 
feeling back in my arm again," said the Belgian. "The only prob- 
lem which still.remains is the muscle wastage-in the shoulder, 
which has built up during the break from racing."

Best in the Desert 


Folks home at 
Pioche GP

PIOCHE, NV, MAY 15 
ryan Folks utilized his intimate 
knowledge of the Nevada desert to 
post the overall win at the Pioche 
GP, promoted by his father Casey’s 
company - Best in the Desert. 

Pioche is a historical mining town 
that lies approximately 180 miles north 
of Las Vegas, at the base of three moun- 
tains - all of which are filled with aban- 
doned gold mines. In 1887, at its peak, 
the town was overrun with gunfighters 
and other typical characters of the old 
west. Over 60 people died in gunfights 
in the town before the first person 
passed away from natural causes. 

The course consisted primarily of 
two-track dirt roads, occasionally break- 
ing off into virgin country. The high- 
lights were two sections right through 
the middle of town - great for spectators 
and pit crews. Many riders elected not 
to make pit stops, as gas refills were not 
required for those with large tanks. 














Folks completed seven laps on the 7.5- 
mile course. 

The race started with Jeff Hague 
leaving first, and all other Expert-class 
riders following in their drawn posi- 
tions. By the end of the first loop, Folks 
had taken over the lead, followed by 
Hague, Scott Glimp and Daryl Folks, 
Bryan's brother. Scott Morris was next. 

The order remained the same for the 
next two loops, though Bryan Folks 
began to stretch out his lead. By the end 
of the fourth lap, he had nearly a two- 
minute advantage on corrected time. 
Glimp began to fall back, while Tony 
Bergman sat in the fifth spot. Hague 
slipped to fourth on lap six, making the 
lead five: Bryan Folks, Daryl Folks, Mor- 
ris, Hague and Bergman. 

Lap seven proved to be the most cru- 
cial. All five leaders took the chance of 
not pitting for fuel. To avoid running 
out of gas or getting a flat tire, Bryan 
Folks began to back off, but he still had 
the overall win by 26 seconds at the fin- 
ish. Morris, Bergman and Daryl Folks 
pushed each other hard all the way to 
the end, finishing in that order - all 
within seven seconds of one another. 
Nick Pearson, 16, rounded out the top 
five with an impressive ride. eN

Casey, Brown take Woodland 
vintage Motocross wins

Rickman-mounted Shawn Brown put an end to 
Honda Elsinore-mounted Joe Casey's domina- 
tion at Woodland Motocross Park by winning an 
exciting second-moto shootout for the 250cc 
Expert class win at the final round of the Vin- 
tage Dirt-sanctioned MX series. 

For the first time in the second half of the 
season, sunny skies were prevelant, resulting in 
a dry course.

Moto two was a different story, though, with 
Casey taking the lead, only to have Brown gnaw 
away at his lead over several laps. The duo put 
on a great show for the spectators and, in the 
end, Brown bested Casey by a bike length for 
the overall win. Taylor went 3-3 for third overall 
ahead of Price, Webster, Ted Bernert and Ben 
Hall. 

Casey showed that he was still a tough rider 
to beat by winning both 30-- Expert class motos, 
but not without a battle from Penton rider Bern- 
ert in the first moto. Bernert and Casey battled 
for two laps until the Penton rider fell and fin- 
ished third at moto's end behind Casey and 
Honda rider Price. Richard Sipp Jr. and Dougie 
Eckelman completed the top five. 

Casey took took the lead in moto two and 
maintained it to the finish, much like he's done 
for the majority of the season. Bernert chased 
Casey from a distance but couldn't narrow the 
gap and finished second in the moto - good for 
second overall - ahead of Price, Maico rider Neil 
Giertsen and Sipp. 

Vintage Open action saw CZ rider Reese 
Dangler take a 2-1 moto score for the overall win 
followed by BSA rider Dean Newton and Suzuki 
rider Bryan Murphy, the first-moto winner.

Third 
went to McAvoy, who managed to hold off a 
charging Howarth. Rochelle ran a distant fifth. 

In Pee Wee action, Bobby Barnes grabbed the 
holeshot followed by Ricky Williams, Kyle 
Corchero, Jacob Eissler and Traci Eissler. 
Williams dogged Barnes lap after lap but could 
never find a way past. Meanwhile, Traci Eissler 
made the pass on her brother Jacob to take over 
fourth spot, while Corchero ran a comfortable 
third. At the finish the order remained: Barnes, 
followed by Williams, Corchero, Traci Eissler 
and Jacob Eissler.

Pestana powerful at 
Bounty Hunter Motocross

Jeff Pestana dominated the 125 and 250cc Pro 
classes in round two of the Clawson Motor- 
sports Racing/Q106 FM/California Motocross 
Association Bounty Hunter Series at the Los 
Banos Fairgrounds. 

Rusty Holland, riding the Clawson Motor- 
sports/Pro Circuit/JN Innovations-sponsored 
Suzuki elected not to run the 250s, but stuck 
with the 125cc class. By the time the pack hit 
turn one, Holland was probably wishing he had 
chosen the 250's. On the ground as the pack 
pulled away, Holland remounted quickly and 
set his sights forward while Pestana, the Claw- 
son Motorsports/JT Racing/Honda-backed 
rider, held the lead position. 

By the completion of lap two, Holland had 
passed Kevin Cordua, Dan Paladino and Mark 
Klauser to move into third place; he would catch 
and pass Brownlee for second. At the midway 
point it was Pestana, Holland, Brownlee and 
Paladino, who had passed Klauser on lap three 
to move into fourth, leaving Klauser to round 
out the top five. 

Holland followed Pestana for two laps 
before he recognized a way to get around. On 
lap five, Holland passed Pestana to take the lead 
and never looked back. Holland rocketed to the 
checkered flag with Pestana in second and 
Brownlee in third. Filling out the top five posi- 
tions were Paladino and Klauser, respectively. 

In the second 125 Pro moto, Brownlee pulled 
the holeshot with Pestana, Paladino, Holland 
and Cordua in tow. Holland tried to make a 
quick pass on Pestana in the rockers but went 
down. For the first two laps, the order stayed the 
same. On lap three, Holland and Paladino began 
to battle for the third spot, with Holland eventu- 
ally coming out on top. 

At the midway point, Pestana had enough of 
following Brownlee, slipping by to take over the 
lead. In the meantime, Holland continued to 
make up ground, and by lap six Holland had 
passed Brownlee and set his sights on Pestana. 
Though Pestana had trouble keeping Holland 
behind him in the first moto, it posed no prob- 
lem in the second moto. Pestana took the win 
and the overall victory followed by Holland, 
Brownlee and Paladino just a few bike lengths 
apart. The overall went to Pestana. Holland, 
Brownlee, Paladino and Cordua were left to fill 
out the top five. 

Pestana also topped the 250cc Pro class, 
while Holland defeated all comers in the Bounty 
Hunter main event.

Wallace packs wallop

Casillas was well within striking range with 
over two laps remaining, and Wallace was on 
the gas and closing quickly. Wallace caught 
Casillas as the pair were approaching the infield 
double, and when Casillas decided to single the 
jumps, Wallace soared by overhead and into a 
lead that was never headed. Bruscella was also 
making up ground, and on the last lap repassed 
Casillas for second place. 

Moto two saw yet another Bruscella 
holeshot, but this time Wallace was right there 
and pressuring for the lead right off the bat. 
Alvarez was running in third until he encoun- 
tered problems in the rockers and Casillas took 
over the position. 

Up front, Wallace aired his way over Brus- 
cella when the pair crested the camel-up, step- 
down jump, and once in the lead went unchal- 
lenged to the checkered. Casillas motored by 
Bruscella only to mistake the white flag for the 
checkered. He caught the mistake quickly, but 
not before Bruscella had reclaimed the position. 
The overall results mirrored the second-moto 
standings, with Alvarez and Joe Anderson 
rounding out the top five slots.

Right after taking 
the checkered flag, Mullen then jumped on his 
80cc Suzuki and proceeded to dominate that 
class. 

Warren Diem had his usual double wins cut 
in half by Jim Hollister, who beat Diem, Bob 
Sweeten and Lowell Wherley in the 600cc A 
final. But when the same group returned for the 
Veteran 30+ class, Diem had a fire lit underneath 
him this time and he beat the field by half a 
straightaway. 

Sweeten's Kawasaki seized three laps from 
the end while leading the 250cc A class, giving 
Paul Lynch a hard-fought win over Ace Phillips, 
Tom Skethway and Mike McKee. Rob Majeski 
took an easy win over a decimated Pro class,

Suzuki support rider Jiri Dostal and local hero 
Tyler Evans mixed it up all day long in the 80cc 
(14-15) classes, with Dostal taking home the 
Stock class victory during the Motowest/Parts 
Unlimited AMA Loretta Lynn Qualifier held at 
the Holllster Hills motocross track.

On the final two laps of the moto, Evans 
began to pick up the pace and started to close 
down on the leader, Dostal.

Two-time U.S. National Speedway Champion 
Bobby Schwartz won his third Scratch Main 
event of the '94 season at the tiny Costa Mesa 
Speedway oval, while Josh Larsen turned in 
another fine performance in taking the Handi- 
cap main. 

Schwartz drew the third starting grid in both 
his Scratch heat and semi-final, and when the 
draw came around for the main, he hoped his 
luck would improve.

Rivals team up at I-96 TT

LAKE ODESSA ,MI, MAY 22 
Out-of-state riders got a preview of what to 
expect when the 1994 AMA Amateur National 
Dirt Track Series comes to I-96 Speedway in 
July. Several out-of-town riders showed up to 
test out the clay in the TT event at Michigan's 
premier dirt track facility, but Michigan riders 
swept the track clean in 10 of 11 amateur classes 
offered. 

The Buddy Combo class drew nine teams, 
with the unique relay race proving to be a cake 
walk for the team of Dean Mayer and Mike 
Babka, who are normally seen dicing against 
each other in the Veteran class. Setting their 
rivalry aside, the two paired up when neither 
could find a partner for the race. It became 
apparent on the first switch that the two adver- 
saries, who work so well against each other, 
could also work in perfect sync. 

Babka was aboard at the green light and 
passed the early leaders off of turn two, blowing 
into the lead before they hit the back stretch. The 
first of 10 rider switches earned the pair an 
advantage that would continue to grow 
throughout the 10-lap race. During the rider 
switch on lap four, the bike stalled as Mayer 
jumped on. Without missing a beat, Babka was 
on the tail section giving his partner the heave- 
ho and sending Mayer off in a split second with 
no ground lost. Their no-brakes style of switch- 
ing would see them gain at least 12 seconds and 
a half-track lead by the time the checkered flag 
flew. 
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Nationaily ranked hillclimber Lou Gerencer 
had no problem negotiating the smaller TT hills 
and coasted to the checkered flag aboard an 
ATK well ahead of the dust in the Open class. 
Gerencer later picked up some gas money in the 
Pro-Am class with a second-place finish. 

In the Pro-Am division, it was Paul Kops 
who created the dust. Kops blasted out of the 
hole from the get-go with only the stopwatch for 
competition. Gerencer assumed second place by 
lap two, but Kops was so far ahead there was 
nothing for Gerencer to do but calculate the 
price per gallon of Michigan gas and figure if 
second-place money would pay for the trip 
home.

Sheppard, Adorno win Sacra- 
mento YSR Endurance RR

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAY 22 
Jeff Sheppard and Tom Adorno combined 
steady speed and flawless riding to come from 
behind and win the NCMRRA Spring 
Endurance Challenge held at Sacramento’s 
Prairie City Raceway. 

Sixteen teams filled the grid for the 
endurance challenge, which was held in con- 
junction with round three of the NCMRRA’s 
Championship Series. At the start, Team Cala- 
mari's Logan Wilke jumped into the lead fol- 
lowed by Team Roberts’ Curtis Roberts in sec- 
ond, and, coming through from the last row, 
12-year-old Toby Jorgensen, riding the Chico 
Motorsports Yamaha into third. 

After a few laps, the field settled into an 
endurance pace and the teams began to plan 
rider swaps and calculate fuel stops. Some teams 
would change riders after 10 or 15 laps, while 
others would stretch their intervals to 25 or 30. 
About an hour into the race, the Calamari team 
of Wilke and Jerry Douglas had built up a two- 
lap cushion on the field, with team Roberts run- 
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Josh Larsen took the United Speedway Association points lead with a win at Speedway USA. 





ning second and Chico Motorsports a solid 
third. Suddenly, Mark Cozzens, riding the Team 
Roberts bike, crashed heavily, bringing out the 
red flag and stopping the race. As the medical 
personnel tended to Cozzens, his team quickly 
began repairs. 

At the restart, a terrific battle ensued 
between Douglas of Team Calamari and Jor- 
gensen on the Chico Motorsports bike. Douglas 
would: use his. horsepower advantage to put 
about five bike lenths on Jorgenson at the end of 
the long straight, only to lose it through the 
tighter sections of the track. And lap after lap, 
Jorgenson would close to within a few inches of 
Douglas’ rear wheel, only to lose ground on the 
straight. At about one and a half hours into the 
race, Wilke, who had taken over riding chores 
from Douglas, was charging hard when sudden- 
ly the motor seized on the mighty 80, ending 
their day. This put the Jorgenson/Nikki Harris 
duo into the lead followed by Sheppard on the 
team’s AR 50, some four laps down; with the 
Grant racing team in third. 

With less than 20 minutes remaining, Jorgen- 
son was pushing his bike back to the pits, anoth- 
er victim of an apparent engine seizure. But 
when he got back to the pits, the bike fired back 
up and Harris jumped in the saddle to resume 
battle. The team remained in the lead, but had 
lost three laps while in the pits. Meanwhile, 
working their way back through the field after 
their early crash, Team Roberts had charged 
through the field to third overall. 

With 10 minutes left, Harris came in for one 
last rider change, and Jorgenson took over for 
the sprint to the finish. But as soon as he had 
gotten back up to speed, his engine seized again. 
This was all Sheppard/ Adorno needed, and 
they found themselves in the lead with three 
laps remaining. Jorgenson got his bike back to 
the pits, and Harris rejoined the race in fourth. 

As the clock ran out, it was Sheppard/ 
Adorno winning with 105 laps completed, fol- 
lowed by Team Roberts, with the teams 





Grant/Ratcliff/and Lovatt, Chico Motorsports, 
and Lovatt/Cason rounding out the top five 
overall.

Larsen takes points lead 
at Speedway USA

Former British League regular Josh Larsen won 
his third Scratch main of the week, taking the 
United Speedway Association/Inland Empire 
Pontiac Dealers Series points lead away from 
Mike Faria in the process, while female racer 
Angela Hale won her first-ever Division One 
Handicap main at Speedway USA. 











Larsen, who swept to wins in both main 
events earlier in the week at Glen Helen and 
Lake Perris, brought the sell-out crowd of more 
than 4000 to its feet when he dove inside John 
Aden to win the Scratch feature. 

Bobby Schwartz, who started from the third 
lane, was the first off the line as referee Danny 
Hull triggered the starting tapes. John Aden 
began the main on the far outside and used the 
heavy dirt that accumulates against the crash 
wall to propel himself past Schwartz when the 
two leaders negotiated turns three and four on 
the first lap. Schwartz appeared stunned as 
Aden pulled down to the faster inside line, 
clearly assuming the lead. 

As Schwartz pondered what to do next, 
Larsen drove hard inside on lap two and took 
over second place, pushing Schwartz back 
another spot. Larsen, aboard his Russell Rac- 
ing/Troy Lee Design/Oakley /Bell/KG/ 
Answer /Silkolene-backed Weslake, managed to 
hold Schwartz off and take advantage of Aden's 
wide drift in the last turn of the final lap to claim 
one of the finest Scratch main wins ever seen in 
the high desert. 

The Handicap main field was spread wide 
across the Victorville facility's front straight, with 
Angela Hale alone on the zero yard line. Behind 
the former junior standout, on the 10, were Rob- 
bie Hackman, Kevin Nicklas and New Zealand's 
Darrin Wilson. The next yard marker that held 
riders was the 50, with Greg Ayers and Gary 
Ackroyd lined up. Way back on the 70 sat the 
two Scratch Main transfers: Aden and Larsen. 

At the start, Hale jumped out to a quick lead, 
just as she did in her Handicap heat and Semi 
earlier that night. Hackman held on to the sec- 
ond position for four of the six laps before being 
relieved by Larsen, and then was pushed back to 
fourth by Aden half a lap later. 

Hale, on her White Bros./VP Racing 
Fuel/Jerry King/PL Hawn Filtration/Gene 
Woods/PMT Designs-sponsored Weslake, was 
protected by the field just long enough. Larsen 
came charging after the lead, but ran out of laps 
before he could deal her the same fate as the 
other five riders who had started in front of him. 
Aden was third, Hackman held on to fourth, 
and fifth went to Ackroyd.

It came down to the wire, but in the end David

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is not very great in the top levels of 

racing. Thus when one man or one 
team comes to dominate for any length 
of time, it is a real achievement. And 
when that team slips off the top rung of 
the ladder, the loss of prestige is far 
greater than their loss of competitive- 
ness. 

That is certainly so in the case of 
Team Roberts, who have gone back- 
wards far more in terms of racing 
results than in any measureable techni- 
cal aspect. 

The lack of 1994 success by the team 
that was once nicknamed The Evil 
Empire (after a remark by then-presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan conferring this title 
on the Soviet Union) is one of the puz- 
zling points of the 1994 season. Just 
what has gone wrong with the official 
factory Yamaha team; the holders of the 
coveted Marlboro sponsorship? 

Not very much, I believe - but 
enough to make a world of difference all 
the same. 

It's enough to make their perfor- 
mance erratic in the extreme; enough to 
rule last year's two-time race winner 
and coming-man Luca Cadalora out of 
contention for this year's title; enough to 
put last year's third-overall finisher 
Daryl Beattie right back among the pri- 
vateers; enough to leave the men in the 
ketchup-colored team clothing shaking 
their heads in bafflement. 

What is certain is that these little 
problems have combined to make the 
first five races more or less a nightmare 
for the team, especially since the year 
started well enough with Cadalora tak- 
ing second place in Australia, only to 
slump to a pair of fourths and a pair of 
no-scores thereafter. 

The problems for Team Roberts start- 
ed last year, and the single crucial event 
was Wayne Rainey's crash in Italy. 

It was, of course, a crushing blow. 
The triple champion appeared to be en 
route to a fourth successive title, having 
turned around his own early-season 
misfortune so that he was able to capi- 
talize on Kevin Schwantz's injury prob- 
lems later in the year. He had just over- 
taken the Lucky Strike Suzuki rider on 
points, and was leading the race at Mis- 
ano when he had a rare race crash.

The consequences, as we all know, 
were tragic. An unlucky fall broke 
Rainey's back, leaving him paralyzed 
from the middle of his chest down. It 
was an awful shock for everybody in 
racing, and most especially for Kenny 
Roberts, a close friend as well as team 
boss. 

Since then, a lot of Kenny's time has 
been devoted to caring for Rainey; and 
clearly this inspirational man has played 
a big part in the astonishing speed of 
Rainey's rehabilitation, so that instead 
of taking the year off as advised by fam- 
ily and doctors, he returned to the very 
first race of this year to announce he 
would be taking over the Team Marl- 
boro 250 team, fielding Kenny Roberts 
jr. 

The next misfortune was only 
peripheral to the 500 team, but may be 
taken as indicative: "Junior" broke his 
left upper arm so badly in a training 
dirt-bike crash that he has yet to appear 
on a GP bike. His part-time replacement 
Jimmy Filice, himself a former GP win- 
ner and reigning AMA 250cc National 
Champion, has had nothing but bad 
luck in his three outings, with two race 
crashes and one mechanical break- 
down. 

These events, and especially the first, 
have certainly diverted King Kenny's 
full attention away from the team, and 
this might be enough, in itself, to dent 
their performance. Yet given the size of 
his establishment and the quality of the 
people Kenny has gathered around him, 
both technical and managerial, it doesn't 
seem enough of an explanation. It can 
only be part of the equation. 

Another piece of the puzzle comes 
from the Yamaha factory. Westerners 
have long wondered at the curious 
approach adopted by the Japanese facto- 
ries to racing. One aspect of it is an 
obsessive secrecy for its own sake. This 
is a source of wonderment to European 
engineers, proud to give details of their 
achievements; but given the embarrass- 
ment attendant on two years of techni- 
cal failure by Yamaha's racing, perhaps 
it is understandable. 

Another aspect is the way the Japan- 
ese use racing as a training ground for 
young engineers and designers, with 
those involved often then moving on to 











other areas of motorcycle design. This 

can give them access to a fund of origi- - 
nal ideas, but denies them continuity of 

development. 

This seems to have cost Yamaha 
dearly over the past two years when, for 
a second year in succession, their new 
racing machine was tested (and in 1993 
raced), only to be put back in mothballs 
while earlier versions were brought out 
to do combat. This, at least, did give a 
sort of continuity, though not necessari- 
ly the desirable sort. 

The problem in 1993 was with the 
chassis, and it was a puzzler. Yamaha 
had switched from their fabricated alu- 
minium box-section to Honda-style 
extruded deep-section main frame 
members - this after definining the fabri- 
cated technique and giving it the name 
Deltabox. The new chassis never han- 
dled, for reasons that the team could not 
determine - a body of opinion even held 
that it was too stiff! It was only when 
they went back to a Roc-built chassis, 
copying the 1992 Yamaha works frame, 
that they started winning races again. 

Details of the 1994 machine are 
Scarce, but it seems the unsuccessful 
innovation this time was in the engine. 
This was said to be all-new, with the 
major departure coming in either fuel 
injection or some sort of highly sophisti- 
cated electronic carburetors. (There are 
those who say that Honda's fuel injec- 
tion is nothing more than an electronic 
carburetor.) In any case, it was shelved 
even before the season began, and the 
old bike pulled out of mothballs. Asked 
in Japan what bike he had used to quali- 
fy on pole position, Cadalora quipped: 
"I don't know any more. Some parts 
from last year, some from 1992, and 
some out of the museum." 

In any case, the official 1994 factory 
Yamaha is hardly state of the art, but a 
machine cobbled together from the best 
of the past. And considering that racing 
bikes are usually obsolete within two or 
three years, it must also be a factor in 
their problems. 

Another question concerns their 
exclusive use of Dunlop tires. Certainly 
many of their problems so far have been 
directly related to tires. In Japan, 
Cadalora lost the lead and dropped to 
fourth because of a loss of front-tire

extended tire test. Cadalora did the 
same thing in Austria. 

But is it the tires, or the way the 
engine and chassis or even the riders 
use the tires? Although they are the only 
factory team to use Dunlops, a number 
of privateers use the Anglo-Japanese 
rubber, notably Niall Mackenzie, who 
has not only had no tire problems, but 
has also performed extremely well in 
every race where he has not been strick- 
en with other problems. 

So is it the riders? 

This would be very out of character 
for Cadalora, whose history includes 
titles in both 125 and 250 classes, won in 
dominant fashion. He seemed last year 
to have found his 500-class feet by the 
end of the season, and has also traveled 
very fast on several occasions in 1994. 
His trouble has been in putting it all 
together to last the race. 

Beattie is, of course, different. 
Though he has more 500-class experi- 
ence because of racing in Japan, this is 
only his second GP year. However in his 
debut year of 1993 he not only finished 
third overall, but won a race - the Ger- 
man GP at Hockenheim. Partly this 
attests to the quality of the Honda that 
he rode, but then again, he still had to 
ride it. The young Australian is having 
all sorts of problems adapting to the 
Yamaha, however. "It just doesn't feel 
like what I'm used to," he complained 
in Malaysia, as he continued to chase 
confidence in the feeling from the front 
wheel. He is still chasing it now, three 
races later. 

None of the above problems is, in 
itself, terminal. It is their sum that is 
costing Team Roberts such a lot. And 
while their credibility suffers along with 
their championship chances, their engi- 
neers remain baffled about how to 
reverse the trend. 

I believe they will do so before the 
end of the season. They have too long 
and too brilliant a history for it to be 
otherwise. But by then, unless there are 
some real upsets ahead, it will be too 
late to salvage any chances in the cham- 
pionship. e
